2.1 Theob^veofmisMemorarKjumof UrKler5tanding(M^ 
establish the general principles which will appty to tiie inlti^on, cohduct, and 
man^ement of Projects esi^lrshed by s^»r^e Triteteral Technok)£^ Research and 
Developm^t Project (TTRDP) Project Arrangements (PAs) entered into by 
representatives of all three Participants autftorized hi accordance with this MOU arid 
respective national procedires. - 

2.2 The provisions of this MOU are irKX>rporated by reference in each PA. Dolled 
provisions of each PA will be consistent with this MOU and will include, as a minimum, 
provisions concerning the objectives, scope of work, mani^^ment structure, sharir^ of 
tasks, financial arrangements, contractual arrangements (if rec^ired), s«xMrtty 
classification, responsibilities of the Partkapants, and c^h^ provisions as required, in 
accordance with Reformat attached as Arinex A. In the event of a conflk:t between 
the provisions of this TTRDP MOU arxl ar^ PA. the TTRDP MOU will goven). 
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SECTIONtll 

SCOPE OF WORK 

3.1 The-scope of workforthis MOU v^II encompass coHadaor^'on on reseaxdi, 
exploratory development, and adv^iced deveiopm^ erf techrK>iogi^ whose 
maturatkm may lead to the development of technotogtcatiy st4)erior conventional 
weapon systems. PAs may range from corv»ptuai studies ]to technology 
denranstrators. - . 

3.2 This MOU authorizes the excharige of information ^^ecrficaliy for the piip^ 
of information exchans^. specifically for the purposes of harmonizing the Participarits' 
respective TTRDP requirements and for fonmitating, developing aid negotiating PAs. 

3.3 No information relating to system specific prot(4ypes, engineering and 
manufacturing development or proc&ictibn may be transferred under this MOD or its 
implementing PAs. System specific prototypes, engineertoig etkI nftarn^ctmn^ 
develc:^>ment or production proems wNch may evolve from coil^x}ration under one or 
more PAs to this MOU are outside the scc^ of tills MOU. 

3.4 This MOU does not preclude entering into any other snwigemer^ in tt\e area 
of research and development on k>aslc, exploratory and advanced techrmios^.

TTRDP/EA); the Director General (Research and Technology) (UK TTRDP^); and 
the appropriate US Service ^x)i»sition Executive or Defense A^enc^ Director (US 
TTRDP/EA) for those projecte within their respective MtlHary S^ice or Defense 
Agency.. The TTRDP/EAs will be responsible for

pedicles and procedures; 

4.2.2 establishing an appropris^e rr»n£^ement structure for MK:h PA . 
consictering its scope and tiie requirement for a Steering Committee (SC); 

4.2.3 £9>pointing SC memt)ers when deemed necessary, and Pro}«:t Officers 
(POs); 

4.2.4 givirig administrative direction to ^sprc^'ate SCs, if established, or POs 
appoir^ed in each PA

4.3 The SC, if established, will be respor^ble for 

4.3.1 providing policy arxi man^ement direction to the POs durir^ PA 
^cecution; 

4.3.2 monitoring ov^ialt implementation, iriciuding technical, ooai, and schedule 
performarice against requirements; and 

4.3.3 reporting status and activity of assigned PAs on an arumal basis to the 
TTRDP/EAs and TTRDP/MPs. 
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4.4 The POs vwU have prvmary r^pan^i^ for eUacfive implmm\^Ak>n, eSfioeit 
management and direction of their assigned PA inctucfins tecNitcsri, cost, and schecMe 
perfomiance against requirements. Addition^ly, the POs will be responsible for , 
paragr^ 4.3:3 ebo\m when no SC is estaUl^ied for tt»ir assi^f^ PA.

4.5 The TTRDP/EAs, SCs and POs vnll meet as required, rotating meetings among 
the United States, Canada and the United Kingdom. The Chainmn for ecK^h meeting 
will t>e the senior c^dal of the host natioa DiHlng such meeting, all ctectsions require 
unanimity, each Participant. ha>nng one vote.

FtNANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS 

5. 1 Eadi Participant will contrttxjte its BqixHatto s^^e of the M firvancial cc^ and 
non^nandai costs incurred in performing, rnanag^, and acferonistet^ its 
responsibilities under tNs MOU and each PA, indudirig overhead costs, administrative 
costs, and costs of daims, and each Participant ^11 recei^^ an eqi^aUe share of ttie 
results. The tasks to be performed by each Palicipait witi be ^^ishe^l in ^uh PA. 
The assignment of tasks will r^xesent an ecMtsd^le sharing erf the costs of work to fc>e 
performed iBTder the PA 

5.2 Ariy responsibilities of the Partk»(»nts under tNs MOU tiiat rec^^ ttie 
expenditeire of forxls will be subject to the amiability of appropri^^ fLunds for such 
purposes. Each Partidpant will promptly notify ttie other ParticHxnts H availEdile funds 
are not adequate.to futfili its finandai responsibilities mder tt^s MOU or its PAs, atiti 
will immediately consult on the course of actkMi to be taken witii a view towsvd 
continuatton on a changed or reckiced basis. 

5.3 This MOU in and of itself creates no finaid^ or non-ftnaidai re^sonsitHlities 
regarding indivkiual PAs; however, coaled ctescr^'ons of the fir»ndal arrsffigements 
for a specific Project, indiKiing, at a minirnum, the total cost of ttie Pro^d and eadh 
Partidpanf s share, will be ccv^ained in the PA 

5.4 The Participants will endeavor to perfcxm, or h^« performed, wor1< spedfied in 
each PA witiiin tiie costs spedfied in each PA. 

5.5 Each Partidpant will bear ttie full co^ it incurs for performing, managing, and 
administering its activities under ttiis MOU and paftk:ipation 'm each PA, induding its 
share of the costs of any contrad under ftm ausptoes of ps^agraph 5.7 bekiw. 

5.6 The following costs will be borne errtirely by ttie Partkap»it incurring ttie cc^: 

5.6. 1 Costs assodated with any tnruque r^Atonai rec^irements kter^fied by a 
Partidpant. 

5.6.2 Any cAher costs outside ttie scope of ttiis MOU and ^ PAs. 

5.7 Under a PA, ttie Partidpants may dedde thfirt it is r^cessary for one Pffl1k»pant 
to Hicur conta^ctual or other dstigatfons for the b^^t of all Partidpev^. In tt» event 
one Parttcipant incurs such ot>iigstions, the Partidpants will pay ttieir ec^jitat^ sh^ of 
such obligations, m^e funds availed in such amounts arKt srt sudi times may be 
required the ot}iigatk>ns, or pay any damages and costs tiiat rT»y aocn» from ttie 
perfornri^ce of or cancellation of ttie obiigatfon in advarice of ttie ttne sudi pa^^ner^ 
damans, or coste are due. 
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5.8 For each PA, Vrm POs vwH be re^ionsii:^ for est^illshing ^ detaled ^rrarxa'at 
management procedures urKter which the Project witi operate. These procedures will 
be det^led rn a financial managemerrt policies and procedires documertt proposed by 
the POs £nd subject to the approval of the TTROP EAs or SC, as a|;^oropi1ale. 

5.9 Each Partidpant will provide funds fyr each Prqfect in accordant with the 
estimated schedule of financial contributions contained in the finandal mcviagement 
policies and procedures document. 

5.10 Each Participant will be resp(Misit}te for the audit of ttfe prooiremevYt activities fcx* 
which it is responsible pursuant to a PA in accordance with ite own national practices. 
Each Participant's reporte of sLK^h audits wilt be promptly made available to the c^her 
Participants. For PAs where fUndS are transferred from one Participant to arx^her 
Participant, the receiving Participant will be r^ponsibie for the internal £Hjdit regarding 
administration of the c^er Participants' funds in accordgnce with national practices. 
Audit reports of such fUnds will be promf^ made avaii^le by the recervir^ Participant 
to the other Partiqipants.

CQNTRACTVAW ARRANQEM^HTS 

6. 1 If a Pat'dpant d^nrunes that contracting is necessary to ftdfiii thak Par^apanXs 
responsibilities under a PA, that Partidpant will contract in accordance with ite 
respective national laws, regulations.and procedures. 

6.2 When one Partidpant individually contract to wKlertake a task uncter a PA, it 
will be solely respcMnsible for its own contracting,-and the cAher Partidpants will ndt be 
subject to any liability arising from such contnEK:ts wittiout their prior written consent 

6.3 If the PsKtidpants determine that it is necessstfy luxter a PA ttiat one Partidpant 
contrad on beh^ of all PartidparAs for tasks under tttat TTROP PA, the Partkapant will 
contrad in accordance with its respective natkxiai laws, reguia^xxis and procedures. 
Such contradual arrangements will be detailed in the partrculra* PA. Souces from all 
Partidpants' irKluftries will be attowed to connate on an eqi»l basis for such contracts. 
The CoDtrading Officer will be the exdusi>^ source for f»iovkHr^ contractus^ diredkxi 
and instrudions to Contradors. The POs will t»re(^X}nsit^ for the coordinatkxi erf 
adivities relating to this MOU and its PAs and will coqperate vnth the Contrading 
Officer in the areas of contrad procedures, contrad negotiation, evaluation erf offers, 
arxi contrad award. The Contrading Officer wilt also keep the POs advised erf all 
finandal arrangem^ts with Contradors. 

6.4 For all contrading adivities performed by tfie Psfftk:i|:»rtfs. ttie POs will, upon 
requ^t, provide a copy of ail statements of work for informsrtkm prior to tfie issuance of 
solidtations. 

6.5 Each Partidpant* s Contrading Agency will negc^isrte to obtaki the r^its to use 
and disdose Projed informatton required by S^on Vltl (Disdosure and Use of PrGjed 
Information). Each Partidpant'sCoritradkigAgerKy will insert irito its (xo^jecUve 
contracts (aid require its contradors to insert in subcontrads) siHtabie terrns arxl 
conditions to satisfy the requirements of tinis MOU, induding Section Vit (Prc^ 
Equipment), Sedion Vill (Disdosure and Use of Prajed InforrmrtkHi), Section iX 
(Controlled Information), Sedicm XI (Security) and Section XII (Third Pe^ Ssies arvi 
Transfers and Alternative Uses) of this MOU. During the ccnritracting process, ecKch 
Partkcipanf s Contrading Officer will advise (viospective CcxitrBcAors df tfieir obi^^on 
to notify the Corrtrading ^^rKy immecKatefy if tti^ are ^ibjed to any license, 
agreenrarrt, or anrangement will re^d tliat Partkupanf s freedom to disctose 
information or permit its use. The Contrading Officer will also advise prospecUve 
Contradors to employ their best efforts not to enter into any new agreernent m 
arrangement that will result in restridions. 

6.6 In the event a Partk:ipanfs Contrading Agency is unsdMe to secyre adec^e 
rights to use and disdose Prcjed Informatfon as required by Sedion VIII (Disdosure 
and Use of Projed Irrfomiation), or is notified by C<xrtrsxAor& ch* pcA&n^\ Contractors of 
any restridions on the disdosire and use of information, that Partidps^s PO will 
notify tfie other Partkapanl's PO of the restriction(s). 
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6.7 Each ParticipanTs PO will promptly advise the other Participanrs PO of any 
schedule ctelay or other perfoniiaixe problems of ar^ contr^^ 

contract placed by its Contracting A^gm^y pimiait to a PA 

6.8 Normal contract acbnlnistrative services si4>port will be provided in accordance 
with applicable bilateral arrangements between the Partidp«its concenrmd. Should 
price or cost investigeAion services be rec^ired, such service will be drained through 
the responsible natiortai autiioriti^ of the Participant vdthin whose territGHry the 
performing contractor or sub-contractor is located, consisterft with any ocisting 
arrangements between the Participants in that regard. 

6.9 No requirement will be imposed by a Participant for work shcring or other 
industrial or commercial compensation In connection with this MOU arxJ any PA that is 
rK>t in accordance with this MOU.

7.1 For the purpose of carrying out a PA, each Partidpar^ may ioah vnthoi4 dtmrga 
to the other Partidpant(s) such Project Ecpjipment ident^d in the PA'as bemgi 
necessary for the corresponding Project While such loms witt be based on 
prirK^ipie of reciprocity, exact item for item exchsffiges are not required. 

7.2 Project Equipment loaned will be used by-thereceivirigP£Hlid|Murif(s)orify for tile 
purposes of tiiat Prcjeci Project Equif»T>ent will remsun Hhe property of the provicHng 
Partici|:»nt. in addition, the receiving Ps^pant(s) vnK maintaih Project Ec^ipment in 
good order, repair, and oper^>le condition and will reti^ it in operate condition CHrKi in 
as good condition as received, ryorrnsA wear and tear accepted, imless the proving 
Participant has sqpproved in ttie PA the ocpenditure or consumpticxi of Project 
Equipment as necessary for tiie purposes of the PA. Such experxliture or cor^unrptiai 
will be without reiprrixirsement to the providing Partidf^EHrit hkswever, the receiving 
Participant(s) will bear ttie cost of any ctema^^ to (c^her tiian rx>rmai wear arKi tear) or 
loss of Pn^ecX Equipment loaned to it that is not e^>|:^roved for eaqserKjiture or 
consumption. In no event will such cost exceed r^>iacement cost less an amour/l 
determined to represent reasonable wear and tear. 

7.3 APAwillprovidespecificdetaitsofany loan of Project Equipment. Project 
Equipment identified at tine time of PA signature will be detailed in the PA as set out in 
Annex A. Project Ecpjipment which cannot t>e identified at the time of PA signature will 
t>e documented in a list to be developed and maintained by the POs in the tonnalt at 
Annex A. Af^>rovai for alt loans will be in scoordtance national procedures. 

7.4 The Partidpants w'll make every effort to ensure that the Prp^ Equipment is 
furnished in a serviceable and usable condition according to its intended purpose. 
However, the providir^ Participant makes no warranty or guar»itee of fKness of the 
Project Equipment for a particular purpose or use, arKi nr^e no commitanmit to alter, 
improve, or adeqpt tine Project Ec^ipment or any part tiiereof. 

7.5 The providing Participarrt will transfer tine Project Equipment for tiie toan p^iod 
indicated in the PA, unless ffidencted by written ameminnent, provkM tinat tiie dLrati(»n 
may noi exo^ tine ^ectrve period of the PA. 

7.6 The provkling Parfa'cipant, at its expense, will deliver tine Project Ec^jipiTOnt to 
tine receivir^ Participant(s} at tine tocatien(s) mutuaity approved the POs.
